The fa- 
cilities for teaching trades as well as 
the qualifications of the teachers 
should both receive a full quota of at 
tention. We recognize the fact that 
.the main object of these meetings is 
the science of leaching deaf-mutes in 
the class room. We would not for a 
moment place the industrial instrac- 
tibn in the more prominent position at 
the coming gathering. But of late 
years it has been a significant tact 
that the teaching of trades has been 
entirely ignored at the conventions of 
this character. If trades were taught 
ftt'the expense of time and study in 
the c]a.9s-room, it would l>e well to 
^Irive them to the wall or neglect 
iliem, but, as it is, they are not only 
an unobtrusive part of the school sy- 
stem but a yerj important part as

Wk have received the Annual Re- 
port of the Pennsylvania Institution 
for the year 1883. Three members of 
the Board of Directors have died, Mr. 
George A. Wood, Hon. George Shara- 
wood. President of the Institution and 
Chief Justice of the Commonwealtht 
and Mr. Charles Wheeler. In the ap 
pendix to the report are printed the 
reaplations of sympathy, regret and 
.esteem, adopted by the Board. Ex- 
preasiooa of regret appear in the Re- 
port of the Directors, on the death of 
Miss Ifary E. Zelg'er, a teacher, who 
died on the 16th of last November. 
There were present on the Ist day of 
the present year 297 pupils — 170 boya, 
and 127 girls. The innlitution is giv- 
ing the articulation system a careful 
and impartial trial, both in the main 
institution and in a branch school 
with Miss Emma Garrett as principal 
t'^a'her. The test of the merits of the 
iirL ulation method as compared with 
the sign system, is hardly a fair onb, 
a« in the former eight pupils consti- 
tute a class, as against sixteen pupils 
by the latter system. Principal Fos- 
ter's report give* a tabular statement 
of the causes of deafness in the forty- 
five new pupils admitted, and tracea 
the deafness to hereditary causes in 
two or three cases. The establish- 
ment of the New Jeruej Institution di- 
mipiahed tiM number of pupil* by 
twenty.

•' How I Learned to Tnlit Again." 

I.OSINO THE VOICE IN CHILDHOOD AND BE 
COVT.HINO IT IN WOMANIIOOIJ — AN 
ABTIClJLAtlON SCHOOL — THE EXPBnl 
ENOB OF " HOWARD OLYNDON."

I became deaf suddenly when about 
eleven years old from acute disease, 
or rather from a complication of acute 
diseases. I had up to that time, with 
the exception of an attack of ague in 
the precoeding fall, been accounted an 
unusually healthy child, not having 
been confined to my bed by any sick- 
ness since infancy. All my senses 
were unusually acute and my organiza- 
tion vigorous, while at tne same time 
extraordinarily sensitive. I had, 
however, grown very fast, having at 
tho time I spe.ak of almost finished 
growing. I i)egan to go to day school 
at the beginning of an unusually 
severe winter, just after recovering 
from till! ague, for whi(!h I had been 
given large quantities of quinine. 
'Tljis may have weakened the system 
of a growing child, so that more care 
than usual was necessary ; but as I 
seemed well, no notice was given to a 
severe <;old which, T took about two 
weeks before Christmas. It ran on 
for a week or so, and then one after- 
noon I came homo with such a drowsy 
feeling that I at once throw myself on 
a bed and stupor ensued. I remember 
nothing more of any consequence until 
weeks afterwards, when I awoke as 
from a long deep sleep, and saw tho 
doctor and my mother standing beside 
my bed talking together. I could not 
hear anything they said ; and possibly, 
when they each in turn spoke to me I 
only stared at them, though perfectly 
conscious. This led to an investiga 
tion, when it was discovered that \ 
was utterly deaf. During my con- 
valocence there was no way to talk to 
me but by writing, and so my school 
slate and pencil became my constant 
companions. 

Ah I regained health, examinations 
of my ears were made and different 
forms of treatment tried. I had grown 
totally deaf in both ears without any 
apparent change of any sort, and so 
far as I know, without ever having any 
trouble with my ears — not so much as 
a pain in them. Examinations told 
nothing; and after everything avail- 
able had been tried with no result, the 
doctors suggested that the nerve of 
hearing had been either completely de- 
stroyer! or pnralyzod. From that 
time to this I have not heard a sound; 
but I have been quite sensitive to 
vibrations, wbich convey many sounds, 
even that of the human voice, but not 
the extent of distinguishing quality 
and tones, not to say words. 
As I began to mingle again with others 
this peculiarity was noticed : that my 
voice had uudoigone so great a change 
that those who had known mo previous 
to my sickness testified that they could 
not n^cognize me by my voice alone. 
It had become sepulchral, like a voice 
from the grave. Some delicate chords 
of my throat must have been injured 
by my illness. Indeed, for a long lime 
I su/Tred a groat deal with my throat. 
S|)oaking was to mo an effort, but still 
not so much of an effort but that I 
would have continued to talk as bcsl 
I could, only some ot my family, with 
injudicious frankness, told me how 
unpleasant my voice had grown. 
Before my illness I had an unusually 
pleasant voice, it was said, in reading 
and in singing, as well as in talking. 
It was especially H|»oken of as being 
always so very natural and spontane- 
ous ; but now it had grown unnatural 
and strained. I soon began to be 
sensitive about using it, an>] talked loss 
and less. I, however, from time to 
time, made efforts in my unai'le<l way 
to correct the trouble, but receiving no 
assistance — for none then knew how 
to help tno — I grew worse and worse. 
Afler a few years I was sent to a sign 
nchool, and contracted there the habit 
of relying entirely on pencil anri paper 
for conversation with all who 
<lid not understand signs or the 
manual alphabet. When I left the I 



sluggers on Saturday afternoon. It I school, after being there nearly two 



years, and returned home again, al 
though I still talked at home and was 
partially understood by the members 
of my immediate family, I abandoned 
altogether the attempt to talk to any 
one else. Indeed, the fact that an 
outsider waa listening to me would 
check me instantly. In this way there 
grew up in me a nervous impe<liment 
of speech in addition to other draw- 
backs. Yet I had the most intense 
desire to use my voice as others did ; 
though certainly it was enough to dis- 
courage me to have strangers stop and 
turn around curiously at the sound of 
my speaking, and to see the look of 
noil comprehension on the face of any 
one not familiar with me, if I address 
ed them orally. I did not like lo see 
people look at each other and ask, 
"What does she say?' At last 1 
might almost be aaid to be really 
dumb as well as deaf; and this eon 
tinned until 1871. About that time I 
heard of the first articulation school 
ever established in this country, tbe 
Clarke institution, at Northampton, 
Mass. It owed its existence to a large 
bequest, left for the purpose of estab- 
lishing it, by Mr. John Clarke, of 
Northampton, who himself became 
gradually very deaf, and, for ihis reason 
probably, had greaj '(lympalhy with 
other fleaf people* •However, the 
money to found such a school wouhl 
have been useless for that purpose 
had not a fitting principal been found 
in the person of Miss Harriet Rogers, 
of Billerica, Mass. She was a sister of 
tho lady whom Dr. Howe, of Boston, 
selected to have chargo ot Ijituia 
lii'idgman in his benevolent expcri 
ments with the deaf, dumb and blind 
girl. The beginning of MIfs Rogers' 
career as a teacher of articulation an<l 
lip reading for the deaf, dated from her 
taking a little girl, who had becjine 
deaf in babyhood, to teach. When I 
first went to the Clarke ScIiojI, it had 
been open but a short time. My arti 
eulatioii then was indistinct and ort»n 
unintelligible. There was a failure to 
sound consonants and gulterals gen 
erally. My pronunciation was about 
as bad as my articulation; but pc-rhaps 
llie most unpleasant thing was llu^ 
pilch of my voice, which was very 
high — a falsetto — and strained, while 
my enunciation was unusually rapid. 
Of all these things I was not at the 
time aware. I only know thai I did 
not speak like other people, and thai 
it w.as an unpleasant effort for mo to 
speak. 

The first thing done was to teach 
me the sound or sounds of each letter 
of the alphabet. We all learn the 
names of tho letters of the alphabet, 
but few of us are consciously aware 
that tbe name of tbe letter and its 
sound are as different things as it is 
so spoil a word by the namos of the 
letters of tho alphabet and then pron- 
ounce it by their sounds. This drill 
helped mo to analyze tho sounds I 
made ; and to know how I made them 
was a great help. I learned to give 
the proper sounds bv placing my hand 
on the teacher's throat and f<!e1ing 
what she did with the muscles ot tho 
throat and by watdiing the position 
of the lips, tongue and teeth, and their 
movements when she made a given 
sound. I also learned tho proper pro- 
nunciation of words, accents, and em- 
phasis in the same way. I was then 
put through a vocul drill on the vowel 
sounds every day. But tho most dif 
ficult thing of all was lo get me to use 
the chest tones. I at first bad no 
conception of bow it was done, and 
for months my teachers labored with 
me, and I put forth all my powers ; 
but it seemed as if I should never be 
able to speak a single sentence in a 
low key. Everything was tried; all 
sorts of experiments and various kinds 
ot vocal gymnastics as well. It must 
be borne in mind that I could not 
hear my own voice, and had nothing 
to guide me in trying to train and mo 
dulate it but my sense of feeling, and 
this sense of feeling had to be educated 
before 1 could trust it ; and so for a 
long time I would not know whether 
I went right or wrong, except through 
being told of it by tlioee who heard 
me. All the rest that I might learn 
would avail me little, unless I could 
learn to pilch my voice properly. 
With what secret tears and heart 
burnings and impotent desires, and 
ballled efforts, I worked on for months 1 
Tho unavailing endeavor seemed to 
consume my life ; but I would not 
give it up. My teachers very nearly 
did, however, although they had not, 
yet spoken of it to me ; when one day, 
in some inexplicable way, I struck the 
right pitch. The change was so sud- 
den that the teacher who was with me 
could not at first realize that it was I 
that spoke. And thevo was great rejoic- 
ing over what H<!ome«i| ^iltlu shurl of a mi- 
racle, after hope ho^ been abandoned. 
I do not mean to si^y that I spoke iil 
ways thereafter with my newly acquir- 
ed voice. Habit was too strong for 
that. But what I had done once I 
could do again ; and al last I could 
analyze the way in which I did but 
pitch my voice at will. This was tho 
groat thing to accomplish, and I did it. 
Of course I needed constant remind- 
ing for quite a while afterwards, as it 
was necessary to use constant watch- 
fulness to prevent mo from falling 
back into old waya ; and in moments 
of excitement my voice would rise lo 
the old shrill key and false pitch. This 
artificial method of speaking, acquired 
by the <leaf who cannot hoar them- 
selves, and have not been trained to 
regulate their voices by feeling in place 
of hearing. There was still a groat dif 
ficulty to be overcome. I did not yet 
speak in a natural manner, but with a 
nervous haste, and talking fatigued me. 
There was a tightness across my chest ; 
my breath failed mo in tho middle of a 
sentence. What ^as wrong t Here 
again was another difflnnlty to be sur- 
mounted. For a long time it in turn, 
baffled me — how to acquire that natur-

al ease which 
pleasure? 

About this time, Prof. Alexander 
Graham B.ll, who had but recently 
comt to this country, was engoged to 
illustrate and tench the system of visi- 
ble speech invented by his fathir, Prof. 
Melville Bell, lo us of the Clarke 
schools. My case being a peculiar one, 
was brought under his notice. After 
observing mt^ altonlively for a time, he 
solved the problem. 1 talked while 
taking in breath, as well as while it 
was leaving my lungs. And I was not 
al all contciouH of doing this, and did 
ilin such aw ay that it was not easily 
discoverable by others. I hud been 
doinar it ever since I became denf, and it 
was tho chief cauHO of my hurried, in- 
articulate spcoph, and tho tired feeling 
that I always h;id after talking five 
minutoH continoUKly, and it had given 
rise lo tho idea tliiil I h:iil weak lungH, 
as it caused mo to he very short breath- 
ed. I was ininicdialely sot at |)i;ictieing 
full and doop inspirations, and drilled 
in tho habit of talking and reading 
only wiien the breiith was leaving tho 
lungs. At first this was mo.sl diifficult 
to mo to do, but 1 persevered, and it 
was the luijt ditficully I had to over- 
come. I yfler wards followed Prof. 
Bell to Boston, whilher ho went lotake 
private pupils, and re(^oivod groat bene- 
fit from his Byslem of teiicliing. He 
taught mo modulation and inflection, 
willi other things that I needed to 
know. I afterwards, for somo months, 
was in Mystic, Conn,, where I ha<l les 
sons from /or.ah C Whipple, now dead 
who also had a hyetem of his own. 
Hut I went lo him principally to be in 
tho country, on account of failing 
hoallh, and for practice in lip reading, 
more than for lessons in articulation ; 
so that while there I practiced what I 
had already learned r.-ilher than gained 
anything new. I ihonghl his system 
was spceially adapted to bo used in 
teaching lip reading to those who, like 
myself, had not tiimi to spend over a 
more elaborate preparation for prac 
tico. My efforts al learning to know 
what others said from the motion of 
their lips was not so successful, like 
my attempt at learning how to speak 
naturally, because it required the giv- 
ing U|) a good deal of time to practice, 
each day, for years. I could t;ot do this 
and at the same lime pursue my liter- 
ary work to advantage. Tho effort I 
made to learn to speak while working 
incessantly to keep up with numer(>u8 
literary engagements, seriously impair- 
ed niy heollh, so that tho study and 
praclioo of lip reading was more than 
I could compass at lluil time, situated 
as I was. I have no doubt tliat had I 
boon able to ^jive it my time and 
thoughtn, I might to day converse 
readily, without the aid of pencil and 
paper, so tiresomo to my friends. As 
it i?, I am half reclaimed from the dis- 
abilitios of deaf <lumbnesB. Uul when 
I remember what additional happiness 
it would bo to read with ease the 
speech of others upon their lips, I 
would Kla<lly take u|) the study and 
practico of lip-reading again, were I 
so situaled as to make it a success.

Muoli of tlm pi-oaperity of the AaHOoia- 
tioii m due to them. 

" I may bo permitted to that our Aspociation 
haH proved itself not unmindful of our Alma 
Mater, nor uugrateful for all tlieHO bonefltH. 
When the 8omi-0eutennial AnniverBary of the 
Institution approached in 1H71, the AsHociation 
plainied and Huocosafully managed a very enjoy- 
alilo|oeloliration, which wa«| attended by several 
hmidred graduates from far and near. And 
soon after, as a mentento of the occasion, it rais- 
ed a subscription to prpouro and present to the 
Institution a imrtrait of a former ^)rincipal, Mr. 
liowis Weld. Hince tlifen, the Directors have 
themselves procured iv jmrlrait of Mr. Hutton. 

" To carry on the series, it was our earnest do- 
sire^that the present Itonorod and beloved prinoi

A (lontinnona Htrcam of olo- 
guntly drtiHHf'd ladieH with neatly at 
tired oscortH conid l>o seen passing in 
tlirough the main entrance, and greet 
ing each otiier with a cordiality and 
eagerness of manner that betoken 
ed suppressed entliiisiiiHiii (ioncerning 
some important event tliat was about 
to occur. To the toacliors ami pro 
fessors all this was as clear as the 
light of day (so they thought) ; for 
were not the aliitnni about to honor 
tho veteran Principal, Mr. .loshua 
Foster, with an entertainment and a 
r'Bubstantial token of their love for him 
to whom they were indebted for tho 
knowledge and intelligence which had 
not only made them successful men 
• and women but had encircled their 
lives with a halo of enjoyment and 
content that deafness seemed a plight 
inconvenience rather than a misfor- 
tune. Thip, indeed, was the principal 
object of the gathering; but the deaf 
and dumb of i'tiiladelphia, as re- 
presented by the Clerc Literary As- 
sociation had planned a few surprises 
for the professors and teachers, who 
had so often lent their aid and 
presence to promote the success of 
their entertainments and to help the 
association which is designed to en- 
liancG their intellectual welfare. 

When Mr. William H. Lipsott, as 
master of corcmonies mounted the 
platform of the Institution chapel, 
there were present over one hundred 
And fifty deaf mutes, not including 
tbe professors and teachers and a 
goodly number of the advanced pupils 
of the instituticm. A few of the 
Directors of tho scihool were noticed 
among the assemblage, among wliom 
we recognized llev. T. F. Davies, 
Mr. Oeorg(! P. Giljiin, Emlen Hutch- 
inson, and H. La Barrc .fayne, also 
Dr. Edward Hyle. 

The proceedings were opened by 
Rev. T. F. Davies, D.D., Rector of 
St. Peter's Church, and liev. H. W. 
Syle, the latter intorpn^ting in signs 
the Lord's Prayer, Collect, "Direct 
us," etc., which the former read 
orally. 

Then Miss Alice E. Annis stepped 
up to the platform and rendered in 
the sign-language the immortal poem 
written by .John Howard Payne. 
Amid a stillness that betokened the 
interest and feeling of the vast as- 
semblage, Miss Annis, with tender 
pathos in her face and grace in every 
movement, sang in silence, while Vice- 
Principal X. L. E. Orouter read viva 
voce : 



"Mid pleasuren and palaooH though wo may 

roam, 
Be If over so liumblo, thoro'ti no place lilio lionie. 
A obaim from tlio skUis seems to hallow us thur», 
Wbtoli, aeok through tlie world.. i» not met with 

olsewliere. 

" An oxllo from home, splendor dazzloi in vain :

And now began the principal feature 
of tbe progamme. The President of 
the Clerc Literary) Association, Mr. 
William If. Lipsett. Prof. Croutor in 
terpreting, nmdo tho following ad- 
dress : 

"Ladies AND (iKNri.KMRN:— It Is my pleasant 
dniy to thank you, in the name of "tho ("lore 
Literary Association, for responding in such 
numlwrs to the invitation given by our Commit- 
tee of Arrangements ; and to Inform you for 
what purpose yi>nr company was requested, 

" I am pleased to sen that some of ijio Direc- 
tors of the Institution have favored us with 
their presence thin nvening. Tho nrinoipal ami 
oJHcors of tlio Institution honor us by becoming 
our guests in (heir own homn. Though our As- 
scwiatliin limits its mrnibcrsliip In gnntlemon, 
yet our fair friendH havo often brightened our 
entertainments with their Hratloii, and even en- 
livened our efforla with their own beauty and 
grace ; I am tmppy to observe that they are not 
aliMint this evening. And many gciitlainen, who 
are not nieinliers, yet show tlieir Interest and 
•yrapathy bv their atteiidanco. 

"To all, I extend a hearty weloomo. 

" Yoii may wonder whv wo are aBsomhled this 
evening, in another than our usual place of 
meeting. 

" Our Asaociation Is. indeed, not formally con- 
nected with the Institution, within whoso walls 
we now meet. Hut the tliH that bind tho two 
together, are many and strong. 

" Nearly all nf our momberH, and nearly all, 
both ladles anil gentlemen, who have Ijoen our 
gneBls at onr weekly meetings, look to this noble 
Instilutlou na their Abna Mater. We cherish 
the rooollcction of onr school-days, onr teachen 
and our school-frlonds. Tlio education receiv- 
ed bore fitted us for the lives we are now lead- 
ing I be Diri'otoiH mill teachers, who trained 
us here, havo continued to help and encourage 
lis In our new experiences. The friendships 
formed here, havo made our lives brighter and 
litppior. 

"Thus when wo pass this Inatltutlon in our 
dally walks or from time to time visit it, w* feci 
lliat it m still onr liomo, and that thora'i no 
place like home. 

"In addition to those personal ties, we have, 
as an Associatinn, strong bonds of attachment,

Then, turning tb Principal Foster, 

Mr. Lipsott oontiniiail ; 

"Mr, JuHHUA PiiHTKn:-— Bear f^ir, you kindly 
softened the pftiti dt our fllsappcnritmcnt by assur- 
ing, us, von feltv■o)^lhl^utof tl»fl airoctioii of your 
old pupils HitUoi)t.thy,ue.eJ of iiny such toUou. 

"We do, indeed, rfgard you with deep alTco 
tion, gratitmki tUid i os^t, we hMur you in Diiiid 
as the zealous and wuuj, ^(istiupttjr of our child- 
liiiod and youth, the .jiuiirdiau and fi'iend of our 
mauhoo<l." In lli«* Wide world; we have experi- 
enced ihe valujv^f ilJJM) Iohhqum yon taught us, 
not only in book-lo»ryi,ng. Wit also in the culture 
of tho heart "and tIAi i<W: We 16ok up to you 
as a father ; and W« have a favor to lieg, which 
we hope you will notrnfuse, tljat yon will let us, 
ytuircliiUlreiv, proiiloth your rcpoNe and comfort, 
and accompany. yh\w walks, in these our sub- 
stitutos which wo aifk.:(ou to accept." 

Ho then prosontod to the aatonished 
gentleman a gold headed eliony cane, 
on which was inscribed, "Prof. Joshua 
Foster, from the Members of tho C. L 
A. of Philadelphia," and led him to a 
handsome reoliniag chair, upholstered 
and covered witb red Morocco. 

The venerabU Principal turned to 
his silent friends and said that ho 
was BO much surprised he did not 
know what to say. That he could 
always hear and speak, but now ho 
was as dumb as any of his friends 
inesent — •dumb with feelings of grati- 
tude and astonishment. He had been 
intimately associated with deaf-mutes 
for forty years, and did not need 
any such evidence of their good will. 
He felt that he h.ad alw.ays possess- 
ed their love, and was sure that ho 
had never known any but feelings of 
love towards them. He thought the 
cane was a good hint to him that ho 
was getting old and would soon need 
it. Ho could not express tho boundless 
gratitude he felt for the gifts, which 
ho accepted and (vj)prcciated not for 
the pecuniary value but for the spirit 
in they were presented and the 
circumstances by which ho became 
possessed of them. 

Mr. Foster waa theu escorted to bis 
cbaii-, whore he f;e.mained until the 
end of the progriijmpe. 

Miss L JJarstow gave a spirited and 
faitljful.,„rpndering. of Longfellow's 
"Psalm of Life,'* Prof. Crouler read- 
ing i"! orally for the li'onefit of the hear- 
ing persons present. She was greeted 
with much applftuisti" at the conclusion 
of tho last stanza V

Vice principal Crouter was taken 
somewhat aback, when Mr. Thomas 
Breeii stopped gracefully upon tho 
platform and began the following 
address. Prof. John P. Walker taking 
hia place as interpreter. 

"Lapiesanu flKNTt.K.MKN :— Yon may think 
that this evening's eiitertaiumcnt i-< finished, and 
that I am here to bid you ^{ood-night. Itut, no I 
wo must ask you to remain a little longer, for, 
tho curtain is riiing for the second act. 

" While mindfii) of your beloved rrnioipal, we 
have room in our hearts for the teachers by 
whom he is surrounded, and in whom wo have 
found such warm friends. 

" Now, allow mo lo address myself to Prof. A. 
E. Croutier. 

" My Dkah Hib :— Tbe members and friends of 
the Clero Literary Aasooiation havo long felt 
doe))ly of what groat assistance you havo been to 
Us, as a leolurer and inturpreler, and in various 
other ways. Yonc wnrm frioudship and encour- 
agement have touohod our hearts more than 
words oiiii express. Wo wish to assure you of

your promotion to your present responsible of- 
fice, in which, wo ate sure, you will be of great 
service to our veneritbiB principal and to the Iii- 
atltution, and to support you under the burden 
of your cares, w<» beg you to accept this cane."

He Wd^ glad td «oe one gentle 
man from N/>W York present, as ho 
would havo A'u op|iortunily to spo 
what kind of jteopfo iho deaf inntos 
of Philailolphiawere. Ho was proud 
of tho Pennsylvania Institution for the 
Deaf and Duntb, proud of its graduates, 
and still nioro brond to think he had 
gained their gratitude and esteem. 

The little fivB-years old daughter of 
Mr. W. U Oiillingworth— i sweet 
little fairy with*>)luo t^yes and goldon 
hair, who can hoar and apoak — ^told n 
story in tho sign language that sent 
a thrill of tenderness through all 
present, and brought to her father's 
cheeks a flush of parental pride. 

Mr. Thomas .Tof!orson Trist, a deaf- 
mtilo teacher, was made tlm recipient 
of a handsome French clock with a 
brcmzo headpiece, Mr. W. R. Cul 
lingworth reading the following ad 
dross of presentation.

During the 
years that have passed, our association has owed 
much to your valuable aid, as Secretary, Presi- 
dent and Trustee. Without such steady and un- 
tiring labors as yours, tho association would 
never have attained such prosperity as we now 
rojoioo to see. Wo have wished to remind you 
of tho hours pleasantly spent together, and to 
assure you of our grateful remembrance of tho 
time you have devoted to our aAsociation. We 
therefore beg of you to accept this clock, with 
tho earnest wish that it may mark for you many 
liapjiy hours and many years of usefulness to 
come." 

Mr. Trist expressed his thanks for 
being so kindly remembered. He was 
glad the organization which ho bad 
helped to form, had lived and pros- 
pered and done good, and earnestly 
hoped that its future would be as 
successful as had been its past. 

Mr. William McKinney then ad- 
drcsiod the veteran professor, Mr. B. 
D. Pettingill, whose labors among 
deaf-mutes lacks but five years to com- 
plete the half century. 

" Piior. II. D. Pettenoii.i. : 

"Dkau Sin :— Many of tho members of the as- 
sociation ara old pupils of yonrri. We regard 
you with respect as one of tlie oldest teachers in 
this Institution, an able writer in the papers on 
tho subject of deaf-mute education and tlio life- 
long and intimate co-worker of our principal. 
\Vo do not wish to separate you from him now. 
We therefore ask you to accept this oano, whioh 
.von will see closely resembles bis own." 

Prof. Pettcngill made an acknow- 
ledgment Which, though brief, was 
n on o>th 6' less sincere, and was warmly 
applauded. 

The n«xt to be remembered was 
Prof. J. D. Kirkhuflf, whom Mr. 
George Slifor, in bebalf of the Clerc 
Literary Association, presented with a 
most beautiful bronze gas-lamp, with 
flexible tube and shade, addressing 
him as follows : 

" PllOF. J. D. KiRKHUFF : 

" Dkau Sin:— Our assootation ha» enjoyed 
from you regular and steady assistance, whicli 
has manifostod yonr warm interest in our wel- 
fare. Wo wish you to believe that wo are sin- 
cerely grateful ; and as ' seeing is believing,' 
we ask you to accept this lamp, which will, we 
hope, shod sufiicient li^ht upon the matter, and 
to i-ecoivo our best wishes for your happiness 
and prosperity." 

Mr. Kirkhufifs response was replete 
with graceful expressions of thankful 
esteem. The lamp, he said, would 
serve to bring light into his evening 
hours, just as the remembrance wf the 
present occasion would be sure to add 
one more gleam of sunshine to his re- 
flections in tho eventide of life. 

Prof. John P. Walker was then re 
quested to step upon the rostrum. 
He had no sooner done so than the 
enthusiastic Mr. Washington Houston, 
turning to him, said: 

" Pnor. John Pknninoton Walkeh : 

" Dkab Sin:— On behalf of the Clerc Literary 
Association and its friends, I have been selooted 
to ask you to accept this present as a token of the 
regard and gratitude of tho association and its 
fiiendn, for tho kind service you have i-ondered 
in delivering many insfrnctivo and useful loo- 
tures, and for acting aa interpreter on various 
occasions.

He then presented him ivith a cane 
similar to that which Prof. Crouter 
received, and lettered in like manner. 

Prof. Walker, iu replying, alluded 
to the report of a certain principal of 
an " oral " sohpol, in which deaf- 
mutes were likened to penitentiary 
convicts. He saw no evidence on the 
faces of those present that could give 
tho least shade of truth to such a state- 
ment, and he felt that the present 
inanifoslations of gratitude could not 
come from the vicious and depraved. 
He thanked his mute friends for the 
testimonial of their friendship. It was 
to him a pleasure to render them any 
assistance, and whenever an opportu 
nity offered to render service to his 
<loaf mute friends, he needed no urging 
to embrace it. 

Little Eddie Syle, a vivacious five- 
year old son of llev. H. W. Syle, told 
in signs tho humorous anecdote of the 
tailor and tho elephant, in whioh the 
latter revenges itself on the knight of 
the goose and noodle for pricking its 
trunk, by sousing him with dirty 
water. 

Mr. Joseph A. Roop, in presenting 
a handsome Japanned inkstand, with 
cut glass glass bottles, and a gold pen 
to Prof. Thomas Burnsid«, made the 
subjoined remarks : 

" Mn. Thomas IIurnhiue : 

" Dkau Sin :— It is my pleasing duty to express 
to you the thanks of the Clero Literary Assooia- 
tioii for vonr many acts of kindness to our so- 
ciety.

It was 
an ivory handled silk umbrella, tho 
handle being elaborately carved, be- 
sides containing an inscription to 
show by whom it was presented. 
The address given below was made by 
Mr: Jameq T. Youn^.

Now that you are well, we congratulat^i yon 
on your recovery, and to protect you from a 
similar misfortune we ask you to accept this 
umbrella." 

Mr. Hitchcock said be had witnessed 
the presentations to his confreres, 
and felt glad to see them made happy, 
but had not the romotoBt idea that he 
woi\ld be honored in like manner. 
It was hardly necessary to say that 
he appreciated llx'ir kindness, and that 
it would be one of the pleasant epi- 
sodes of his life. 

Rev. Mr. Davies, one of the Institu 
tion Directors, responded to a call for 
a fow remarks, by slating his interest 
iu the school and the children whom 
it was educating. He was always 



ceedings of the\ evening were very 
flattering both^to the Institution and 
to the deaf mutes who had shared its 
beneficence. 

Mr. Oeorge P. Gilpin, another 
Director, also made a few encourag- 
ing observations. 

Rev. Dr. Syle, the father of Rev. 
H. W. Syle, who has attained fume 
and honor as a missionary in the 
Celestial Empire, spoke of the blind 
and the deaf and dumb of China and 
Japan. 

Mr. E. A. Hodgson was invited to 
the platform, and spoke of the even- 
ing's proceedings, and made reference 
to the capabilities and worth of the 
educated deaf and dumb. His re- 
marks were delivered orally. Prof. 
Crouter interpreting them into the 
sign language. 

The little daughters of Messrs. Cut 
lingworth and Stevenson, aged five 
and four years, respectively, then 
signed in unisoii the prayer "Now I 
lay nie dowti to sleep," after which the 
meeting closed with prayer by Rev. 
Dr. Davies, Rev. Mr. Syle interpret- 
ing for the deaf-mutes. 

About half an hour was passed in 
greetings .and coligratulalious, in tbe 
parlors, after 'WhUch all dispersed for 
their lionies'. " "'^ • 

The preseKuitiou 'isoramittee w.a8 
appointed, in December last, by the 
President of the Clerc Literary As- 
sociation, and consisted in Messrs. 
Thomas Breen, Chairman, W. J. 
Young, W. McKinney, W. R. Cul- 
lingworth, and Washington Houston. 
How well they did their duty, we 
leave otu- readers to judge. It is 
only fair, however, to say that they 
were assisted with cordiality and 
readiness by all of tbe deaf mutes in 
the Quaker City. The aggregate 
value of the presents would fall little 
short of one hundred dollars. 

On the following evening, Mr. E. A 
Hodgson delivered a lecture before the 
Clero Literary Association. His sub- 
ject was on his trip lo Europe. The 
audience throughout was very atten- 
tive, and manifested much interest in 
the descriptions which he gave of the 
groat Bank of England, the Tower of 
London, the manners, customs and 
dress that characterized the various 
classes of tho English people, the 
Palace of the Louvre, in Paris, and 
the return trip on the " Ocean Grey- 
hound" — the famous Steamship Alaska.

Prof. Porter delivered an interest- 
ing lecture on the " Origin and Growth 
of Language," in the Lyceum, on Mon- 
day nighu We learned much that was 
new and strange regarding language. 
The earliest mode of communication, 
the professor told us, was by means of 
signs or gestures, pretty much, may- 
hap, like the natural signs used by deaf- 
mutes. It was only by slow degrees 
that articulate sounds were employed, 
and it was not -until ages had elapsed 
that spoken languages became as rich 
in their vocabulary and grammatical 
forms as they are to-day. 

By means of tables and diagrams, the 
lecturer traced the great Indo Euro- 
pean linguistic branch to its source, 
and showed how tho languages of this 
great family, En^nsh,' German, Latin, 
Greek, Sanskrit, etc., all owed their 
descent to one common stobk — the 
speech of the anci«nt Aryas of the 
Persian highlands- The difference be- 
tween English and German, which are 
both variations of one and the same 
language, was also explained, and the 
Professor showed how all these dif- 
ferences followed certain laws, which 
seemed simple enough, but for which 
no satisfactory explanation could benvd 
vanced. Thus, kindred words which 
in English begin with a t, commence 
with a « in German, others in English 
have an initial d, in German have a /, 
etc. The change of our Language from 
its old inflectional Anglo Saxon form 
to its present condition, was also the 
subject of an interesting explanation. 
Diagrams and tables were employed 
lo elucidate the points of the lecture, 
one of them explaining the action of 
tbe organs of speech. Prof. Porter is 
a philologist of acknowledged reputa- 
tion, and the subject of his discourse 
was thoroughly familiar, and which he 
therefore handled with consummate 
ease. The lecture was warmly applaud- 
ed at the close. 

All the professors have so far contri- 
buted their quota to the Faculty course 
of lectures, except Dr. Fay. The Doc- 
tor's discourses have alwavs been of 
paramount excellence and interest, 
and it is hoped that he will not omit 
his lecture this year.

The suggestions of the Hartford 
correspondent relative to the Japan 
deaf-mutes, are pertinent and worth 
consideration. Those Japs who 
have received an education in our uni- 
versities are generally looked upon 
with profound' respect hy their 
countrj^xtpn an(t universally rise to 
distinction, and if a Gallaudet or de- 
I'Epee might be found among them all 
would be won. 

As to asking Dr. Gallaudet to bring 
the matter before the Japenese Minis- 
ter at Washington, we shall be glad to 
do so, though we do not quite see the 
use of such a step. This ambass.ador 
is generally a daimo, or prince of high 
rank, and it seeirs improbable tha the 
should so far forgot tho ideas and re- 
straints of caste and aristocractic ex- 
clusivenoss as to interest himself per- 
sonally for those looked upon in his 
own country as pariahs among pariahs. 
Mr. Yoshida, the predecessor of the pre- 
sent minister has shown a more than su- 
perficial interest in the college, and 
generally responded to invitations to 
attend the May Day and other oc 
casions, but we doubt if it ever occur- 
ed to him to apply what he saw here to 
the benefit of the deaf in Japan. 

Mnch will depend upon the condi- 
tion of popular education in Japan it- 
self. Onr information on this point is 
rather vague, and though we know 
that tbe Japs are the foremost among 
the Mongolian races of Asia, we are 
still prone to believe that education of 
the masses is not as universal as it 
ought to be, and where the great body 
of the people are left in illiteracy, 
it does not seem as if the authorities 
could be iuducetl to make special 
provisions for a particular class of nn- 
Tortunates. 

Miss Ballagh, if we remember aright, 
has already interested a number of in- 
fluential citizens of Tokio in her pro- 
ject. Her noble efforts seem destined 
to bear frnition, and upon this we 
can rest iall.*iJtV::;hoi>e8 and ^ntidenoe.

We have often seen Indians out 
west, and in the south, and have seen 
beautiful Indian females, and half- 
breeds and Creoles ; but we never had 
a chance to talk with any of them. 

The other day, while wo were talk- 
ing with a deaf-mute in a restaurant 
in this city, a full-blooded Indian 
came in to get his supper. Seeing us 
talking, he came to us, and spelled on 
bis fingers, telling ub that he was an 
Indian from the Indian Nation. We 
had a good talk with him, both in 
f'pelling on the fingers and in writing. 
He was the first Indian that we ever 
talked with, and we were quite sur 
prised to see him spell onr alphabet 
so well and so correctly. We learned 
from him that his name is John E. 
Revels ; that he has two deaf mute 
daughters in school at Columbus, O., 
that their names are Mary E. and 
Retta Revels ; that he lives in the 
Indian town called Okmulgee ; that 
he has been chief af the Cliacx) tribe 
for twelve years, and now is travel 
ing over the country as an Indian 
doctor and lecturer. He seemed to 
be well educated and intelligent. In 
his printed bills that be distributes, 
he gives the subjects of his lecture, 
and what he will cure. He says they 
are now building a new school for 
deaf mutes at Tahlequuh, the capital 
of the Cherokee Nation. It will be 
finished and rca<ly for scholars next 
fall. We asked him how teachers 
would be chosen, and he said they 
would have to see the Chief, Round 
Tree. He has travelled over Ohio, 
New York, Pennsylvania, part of 
Canafla, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, 
and is on bis way home. He visite*! 
the deaf-mute school at Jacksonville 
Bespoke highly of it, and said they 
liad grand buildings there for the 
mutes, and said there were about nine 
hundred people in them. We sup- 
pose he has overestimated them, and 
includes all the officers, employees 
and scholars. He is now an ex chief ; 
he is a large-sized Indian with dark 
tanned skin. He says bis wife died 
five months ago, and is buried in the 
Indian country. We do not know 
whether the United States govern 
rnent supports his daughters at school 
or not. 

Two more deaf-mutes have come to 
Keokuk. One is Lewis L. Oetb, and 
the other is George Pedro. Mr. Oelh, 
came from Canton, Mo. He lost his 
bearing by cerebro-spinal-rnenim/Uis at 
ten and a half years old. He attended 
hearing schools before be lost his 
hearing, and has never attended a 
deafmute school, yet he is well educat- 
ed, and can spell correctly on his fin- 
gers. He has been in printing oflices 
for t*;n years, and is now in the Keo- 
kuk Odle City office as a typo. He is a 
cousin to the Misses Fuller, of this 
city, and to little Miss Lizzie Fuller, 
now at school at Council Bluffs. He 
is an intelligent young man, and he 
has chosen a good tra<le, in which he 
has learned a great deal lo help him 
read and write correctly. 

Mr. Pe<iro says he attended the 
school at Jacksonville for three years, 
and attended the Council Bluffs school 
for one and a half years. He xays 
that Prof. Simpson was bis teacher at 
Council Bluffs, who is now principal 
of the deaf mule school at Sioux Falls, 
Dakota. He has a married sister 
here, with whom he lives. He is a 
common laborer, and says he likes to 
work at anything. He was down in 
Missouri last year working on a farm, 
when the river overflowed the country, 
and drove him and mafiy families 
away. 

There is another deaf man living 
here with his relatives by the name of 
'ilioroas. He is about fifty years old, 
and his education has been cruelly 
neglected, so that he cannot read or 
write. His own folks never thought 
it was worth while to send him lo 
school in his youth. They make him 
do all the drudgery work, such as tak- 
ing care of a horse, milking the cow, 
cutting and bringing in wood, and 
other work. His two sisters are clerks 
ill stores in this city, and do not seem 
locare for their own poor unfortunate 
brother. He is utterly ignorant, and 
does not know how to claim his rights. 
He is quite timid, and does not know 
what to do. His nature is not vicious, 
and be does what he is told in a quiet 
manner. If such ignorant persons 
were vicious and quick tempered, they 
would instinctively resent wrongs im 
posed upon them, and do violence to 
others, who were to blame for neg 
lecting their e<lncation or training, 
then they would only have to be chain 
e*^^! np in prison to keep them from do- 
ing harm to others or to themselves. 
You can imagine bow cruel and in- 
famous it is to neglect the education 
of those unfortunate children, who 
know nothing in their youth. It is 
the duty of all parentH and friends of 
such unfortunate persons to see that 
they are properly educated, otherwise, 
it is wicked to allow them to grow up 
in ignorance. 

I^t week, the little deaf mate, Wal- 
do, went U> Chicago with his father, 
Senatrir Robert, and family, wher<! they 
met Gov. Sherman, of Iowa, and his 
family. They went on a pleasure (rip, 
and to visit relatives. They are home 
safe and sound. 

Miss Lula Brur-gger, sister to the 
mute Perer Bruegger, now at the Jack- 
sonville Wihool, is in the city working 
for Mr. Wappich, the Assistant Trea- 
surer of Lee County, Iowa.
